Zero-energy home design is 
explained in detail 


On July 7 beginning at 8:30 am, Energysmiths 
principal Marc Rosenbaum PE. leads his renowned 


day-long workshop — “Toward Zero-Energy Homes” 


— at the BSA. 


Rosenbaum offers a thorough understanding of 

the methods of designing and building homes 

that require little or no nonrenewable energy. He

The Bund in Shanghai 
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Construction waste bans are 
in effect now 


In October, the Mass. Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP) finalized regulations that prohibit 
the disposal of five major waste streams from 
construction and demolition projects: asphalt 
pavement, brick, concrete, wood, and metal. In 
addition, DEP is re-emphasizing its existing ban on 
disposal of cardboard, another major commodity on 
many construction/renovation sites. These bans take 
effect on July 1, 2006. 


The language of the waste bans does not directly 
affect the job site. Instead, the bans affect disposal 
facilities and transfer stations. No such facility will 
be allowed to accept banned materials for disposal. 
Every facility must develop and implement a plan to 
identify the banned wastes when they are delivered 
to the facility and assure that these materials are 
diverted to recycling or composting. 


Although the waste bans are not directed at the job 
site, that is where their impacts will be felt, and it 
will be simple and dramatic: the large majority of 
all wastes, from almost all construction projects in 
Massachusetts, will have to be recycled as of July 1. 
Project managers will need to assure that all banned 
wastes are directed to recycling facilities, and not to 
landfills, incinerators, or transfer stations that deliver 
wastes to disposal facilities. The only exceptions 

to the rule are for very small (less than a pickup- 
truckload) quantities from home renovation and for 
de minimis (insignificant) levels of banned materials 
in loads of mixed solid waste. 


Two other features of the bans should be noted. 
First, there is no requirement that wastes must be 
separated for recycling. The regulation is silent 

on this issue, so that mixed debris recycling is 
acceptable. Second, the bans make a distinction 
between wood and other banned wastes. Wood may 
be sent for incineration (biomass-to-energy), while 
the other wastes are banned from both landfill and 
incineration.

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Assessing the balancing act 


Despite local and national anxieties that coalesced 

in neighborhoods and at its fuel pumps, some say 
the year 1976 rolled out like a gorgeous carpet 
welcoming Boston's citizens into the afterglow of 
the big-idea-fueled demolition of the West End and 
socio-political cries for a newer, better city. Also, in 
1976 Boston's quest for architectural modernity and 
“newness” came head-to-head with a preservationist 
movement. The impact of these apparently opposing 
cultural yearnings is felt today by designers, builders, 
and citizens. Was there balance then? Have we 
attained it now? In 30 years, how much have things 
changed... and how? 


The July/August “1976” issue of ArchitectureBoston 
explores those changes and the value of looking 

back to this year (or any other) as a benchmark 

for change. “Issues that came of age during that 

era continue to have a profound effect on what 

we build and how,” notes ArchitectureBoston editor 
Elizabeth Padjen FAIA, “even if we have not yet fully 
resolved those issues.” Energy efficiency, public space, 
accessible rapid transit, and smart-growth initiatives 
all have roots in the rumpus of the mid-1970s. 


In this issue, Jane Thompson AICP, Assoc. AIA 

talks with Mildred Schmertz FAIA about the 
genesis of Quincy Market, while several long-time 
city observers comment on what's been gained 

and lost in Boston during the last 30 years. And 
— no surprise here — readers continue to respond 
forcefully and at length to our May/June exploration 
of the “ugly”.

Have you met your LU/CE 
requirement? 


Recently, the AIA Continuing Education System 
compiled a list of members who have not completed 
the 2005 continuing-education requirements (18 
LUs, 8 of which must be HSW) and members 

who were at risk of not meeting requirements were 
notified. Are you on the list? 


Even if you are not, now is a good time review 

your transcript at aia.org/ces_m_default to verity 

that your record accurately reflects all of your 2005 
learning units and to make sure you have met your 
Massachusetts state requirements for the September 
1, 2005—August 31, 2006 license renewal period. 
The requirement is 12 hours each renewal period 
and 8 of these hours must be related to the public’s 
health, safety and welfare (HSW). The state does not 
have a grace period. 


If you do not have 18 credits for 2005 recorded with 
the AIA, you still have until September 30, 2006 

to accrue them since the AIA system includes a 9- 
month grace period.

Throughout the country, the architectural profession 
is seeking more effective means of shaping firm 
cultures that enrich the working environment for 
interns and other young professionals. 


One website — insidearch.org — seeks to document 
the professional culture of design firms. With a 
different approach the AIA Educator/Practitioner 
Network (EPN) is drawing on the experience of 

the National Architectural Accrediting Board to 
develop a set of mutually agreed upon standards of 
practice for architecture firms. And in Georgia, one 
of several states working on similar initiatives, the 
AIA state chapter has developed an intern-friendly 
firm program designed to promote architecture firms 
in Georgia that have programs in place to strengthen 
the internship experience (for details, visit aiaga.org/ 
members/hottopics/intern.friendly.asp).

A similar effort has been underway in Ma 
during the past two years. Led by Massachusetts 
IDP coordinator Jonathan Taylor, Assoc. AIA, the 
Massachusetts Intern-Architect Friendly Firm 
Program is an effort to enrich the internship 
experience in Massachusetts while promoting 
Massachusetts architecture firms that have developed 
thoughtful and effective intern training/education/ 
mentorship cultures. As has been the case in 

other parts of the country, architecture firms in 
Massachusetts could include their reputations as 
intern-friendly firms in their recruiting efforts while 
young designers could use the program database as 
one more clement in the search for employment. 


To be included in the Massachusetts Intern-Architect 
Friendly Firm Program database, Taylor notes, 
architecture firms make a positive commitment 

to foster a firm-wide environment of learning and 
shared knowledge by providing comprehensive 
preparation of intern-architects preparing to take 
A.R.E. and to become competent practitioners as 
licensed professionals. 


The program guidelines focus on training and 
support of employees in the Intern Development 
Program, using [DP training standards to assist 
intern-architects in developing professional skills/ 
competence through a variety of opportunities in 
the workplace and beyond, establishing a program in 
which senior-level professionals serve as mentors for 
young designers, provide administrative/technical/ 
financial support for young designers preparing to 
take the A.R.E., and designating an in-house IDP 
coordinator as a resource for young designers.
